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PHYSICAL FEATURES 


Landform means the form or shape of the land. 
Landforms are part of the natural environment. Most 
bodies of water are part of the natural environment, too. 

Landforms and bodies of water are physical features. 
Mountains, hills, and flat lands are physical features. 


Oceans, lakes, and rivers are physical features, too.

INDUSTRIAL AREAS 


Most stores do not make the goods they sell. 
Most of the goods come from far away. Some goods 
come from farms. Other goods come from factories. 


Many communities have factories that make goods. 


Factories, factories, factories, 
Making things so new; 
From factory to somewhere else — 


And finally to you. 


These industrial workers are making cars. 








In the picture you can see large factories. 
Large factories like these make goods. They make goods 
such as steel, paper, cars, and clothes. The goods 
are sent to other factories or to stores. Some 
are sent to other cities.

Sometimes they are sent to other countries. They 
are sent by trucks, boats, and ships.

SAVINGS HELP TO MAKE 
MORE GOODS AND SERVICES 


Why does the bank pay interest on savings? 
The bank pays for being allowed to use savings. 
How does the bank use savings? It lends 
money to people. Some people want money 
to start a business. The business may be 
to make goods. It may be to give services. 
These people can borrow the money they need 
to start a business. People who borrow 
from the bank must pay for using the money. 
Dr. Susan Zahn has just finished training. 
She is a dentist. She needs money to buy tools. 
The bank lends her the money. 
Doctor Zahn earns money with the tools. 
Then she pays back the money to the bank. 
She also pays interest to the bank. The bank 


uses part of this interest to pay interest to you. 











Savings helped Doctor Zahn to buy tools. 
Savings also help to build houses, factories, 
and stores.

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PUBLIC SERVICES AND PRIVATE SERVICES

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PEOPLE PAY TAXES 
TAX MONEY PAYS FOR PUBLIC SERVICES 


Let us see how the people in a community 


pay for public services. 
> Who earns the money in your family? How? 


Some of the money is paid to the government 
of your community. This money is called tax money. 
This tax money is used to pay for public services. 
How would you like to have a fire engine 
parked in your yard? What if the family next door 
had one, too? What if everyone in your community 
had a big fire engine? Oh my! There would be no 


room for anything but fire engines. 
> Does each family need its own fire engine? 


We do need help if a fire breaks out! The government 
uses tax money to provide a fire department. 
The people in the community pay the tax money. 
So together they own the fire department. 
Then everyone who lives in the community has help 


if a fire breaks out. 


Tax money pays the firefighters for their work 
Tax money pays for the fire engine. 
It pays for the firehouse, too. 
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TAX MONEY BUILDS PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


You go to an elementary school. You may have 
a brother or sister in high school. 

Public schools are built with tax money. They 
belong to the community. Anyone in the community 
may go to them. 

Some schools do not belong to the whole community. 


These are private schools. 


> Did you buy your pencil? If you did, it 


belongs to you — it is your private property. 


This is a fine new elementary school. 
Tax money pays for public schools. 
It pays for everything in the schools, too. 
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In public schools, tax money pays teachers for their work. 


Some parents want to send their children 
to church schools. If they do, they usually help 
to pay for the schools. These are private schools. 


Many nursery schools are private schools, too.
